One Santa 
okay; another, 
way 


Maine regulators have refused to approve 

an English beer’s label featuring Santa 
Claus holding a beer, saying it makes the 
product attractive to children. But they 
didn’t balk at approving the label for Critty’s 
Christmas Ale, which shows a man dressed up as Santa 
Claus, also holding a beer. 

In October, the state agency that approves beer-bottle 
labels (yes, Maine has one: the Liquor Licensing and 
Compliance division of the Department of Public Safety) 
wrote to Shelton Brothers, importer of the winter porter 
Santa's Butt, saying the label, which shows a rear view 
of a fat-assed Santa sitting on a type of barrel that’s 
called a “butt,” and two other labels featuring bare- 
breasted women, are “undignified or improper.” 

Last week, Shelton Brothers filed suit in federal 
court, saying the state’s ban and the rule it is based 
on violate the First Amendment’s protection of artistic 
expression. 

New York and Connecticut recently expressed similar 
concerns over artwork on bottles imported by Shelton 
Brothers, a Belchertown, Massachusetts-based importer. 
But anti-censorship lawsuits in those states led to the 
bans being reversed. 

In remarks to the press before he began declining 
further comment, Maine State Police Lieutenant Patrick 
Fleming, who heads the state’s liquor-licensing agency, ex- 
plained the depiction of Santa might appeal to children. 

That doesn’t wash with Gritty’s owner Richard Pfef- 
fer. “Children aren't really in the beer aisle all that 
much, unless they’re accompanied by adults,” he says. 
Meanwhile, the Critty’s Christmas Ale label has met 
with no problems from regulators, and was re-approved 
in April. 

Shelton Brothers imports nearly 150 beers from 
around the world, and has run into trouble with a few of 
them. Most of those complaints have related to holiday 
designs on beer from the Ridgeway Brewery in England,

whose brewer — a friend of the Sheltons — collaborates 
with them on beer and label ideas. 

Maine officials have declined to say whether this rul- 
ing means long-approved labels on other beers might 
now be deemed appealing to children. (In addition to 
Gritty’s Christmas Ale, several breweries have beers 
whose labels include drawings of dogs, for example.) Ap- 
proval by the state, meanwhile, does not force a store to 
display or sell a particular beer. 

Daniel Shelton, one of the brothers who owns the 
import company, says even if Maine reverses its decision 
— which had not happened as of Tuesday, according to 
state liquor-licensing supervisor Jeff Austin — he will 
bring the lawsuit to court in order to strike down the 
state’s rule, which he believes is “way too vague.” 

In addition to Santa’s Butt porter, Maine regulators 
have banned sales of Les Sans Culottes (a French blonde 
ale), whose label features a detail from the 1830 Eugene 
Delacroix painting Liberty Leading the People, which hangs in 
the Louvre. The symbolic figure of Liberty is a bare- 
breasted woman carrying a French flag, a rifle, anda 
bayonet. 

A third label to be rejected by the state, Rosé de Gam- 
brinus (a raspberry-flavored Belgian lambic), features a 
brewery-commissioned painting that depicts Gambri- 
nus, an unofficial patron of beers and brewing and the 
legendary king of Flanders, with a naked woman on his 
lap (symbolizing beer, according to the lawsuit). 

The state has yet to file a reply in court.

As stumps around the country, wannabe president 
and occasional governor Mitt Romney likes to crack 
wise about the nutty Massachusetts media. The goal 
is obvious: by lampooning the local press as a bunch 
of zany liberals, Romney discredits future stories that 
might prove embarrassing. 

And his method may be working. On December 1, 
the Globe reported that Mitt — a noisy foe of illegal im- 
migration — has long relied on a work crew dominat- 
ed by illegal immigrants to tend the yard of his Bel- 
mont home. Now, Mitt didn’t hire these laborers di- 
Tectly; the company they work for, Community Lawn 
Service with a Heart, is owned by one Ricardo Saenz, a 
legal Colombian immigrant who reportedly met Rom- 
ney through the LDS Church. But while Romney’s 
concern about illegal immigration has prompted him 
to back putting up a 700-mile wall between the US 
and Mexico on the O'Reilly Factor, to oppose in-state 
public-university tuition for the children of illegal 
immigrants, and to broker a deal with the federal gov- 
ernment that turns Massachusetts State Troopers into

“But Mitt Romney will be getting the opposite treat- 
ment from the hard-left Globe. . . . Quick: find the 
Globe story on John and Teresa Kerry’s five homes and 
the landscaping contractors for them.” 

If you live in Boston, you know the Clobe was 
actually pretty tough on Kerry in ’04; what's more, 
Hewitt's argument doesn’t actually make any sense, 
since Kerry never made illegal immigration a pet 
cause like Romney has. But whatever. 

The Boston press (including the Phoenix) has 
relished the prospect of providing a reality check to 
the carefully cultivated Romney myth over the next 
few years. Judging from the way this particular 
story is playing out, it’s not going to be easy. Mitt 
may have the last laugh on the Massachusetts 
media after all.

Boston bands rock the living room 


However much you think you know about the local music scene, 
you almost certainly don’t know as much as Andy Guthrie and 
Jen Kelley. And they’re learning something new every week. 
For the past six months, Guthrie, 29, and Kelley, 34, have 
been producing podcast, “Band Boston,” from their Somer- 
+ ville living room. It’s a way for“two music nuts” to tell you ev- 
, erything you need to know about the week in Boston rock and to 


says Kelley. “We would always e-mail each other links [to up- 
coming concerts],” says Guthrie, who soon after decided to turn 
his obsessive hobby into a public service. 

Every week, Jen and Andy compile a radio show, an hour or 
two long, consisting entirely of songs by local and national acts 
(mostly the former) who are due to swing through Boston-area 
clubs during the coming week. And they do their homework, 
highlighting little-known bands and digging for deep cuts. 

As if that weren't enough, they also record live performances 
their living room their favorite local groups. 
At first these “Flophouse Sessions” (unofficial motto: 
“Making bands late for load-in since 2006”) were more 
or less weekly occurrences. But lately they've been re- 
cording two, three, four mini-concerts each week. Sev- 
enteen sessions are available for download right now, 
and they've already got 19 more in the can. 

“So many bands, so many shows,” says Guthrie. “It’s 
like a treasure hunt each week. We thought we were 
knowledgeable about the music scene in Boston. We 
had no idea. Every week we find ten more great bands.” 

On a recent Sunday afternoon, a Hammond organ 
and rack guitars stand the and 
front room. Between computer and table clut- 
tered with the makings Kelley’s necklace business, sits 
decent-size mixing board. Two friendly but excitable 
dogs, Stella and Smokey, pad around the large oriental 
Tug. “I think dogs underfoot sort of add to the vibe,” says 
Cuthrie. (Stella has also been known to add some vocals 
of her own while the tape is rolling. “She has pretty good 
timing, though. She usually barks on an off-beat.”) 

Today's Flophouse Session comes courtesy of 
Township, super-group sorts fronted ex- 
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FORMER PRESIDENT GEORGE H.W. BUSH, WHEN ASKED WHETHER 
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Runner and the Thermodynamics dynamo Marc Pinansky, 
former Cancer Conspiracy drummer Greg Beadle, Spitzz gui- 
tarist John Sheeran (on bass), and Radar Eyes guitarist Jason 
Gillis. Stella barks excitedly as the bearded and mustachioed 
bandmates arrive at the house one by one — “she has some- 
thing about facial hair,” Guthrie puzzles. 

While the rest of the band sets up, Beadle takes stock of the 
lender. He looks down at the shiny-blue mini-kit. It’s no more 
than a tiny kick drum, a tom, a snare, and a cymbal the size of a 
desert plate — basically, it looks like a toy. And it is; it was pur- 
chased at Toys “R” Us for less than a hundred bucks. 

“This is it?” Beadle asks. 

“That's it,” says Gillis. 

“Make it sing!” says Guthrie. 

Before long, the living room is alive, music in full 
efflorescence. The electric guitars are crisp and loud, the bass 
lines are fluid, and Beadle kicks up a propulsive and varied 
rhythmic racket with his limited means. (He makes especially 
good use of a tambourine, weighed down with a coin jar full of 
loose change and set upon a stepping stool.) At the computer, 
making sure the levels are correct, Guthrie smiles and nods. 
Kelley taps time on her thigh and snaps photos. Stella mills 
about, sniffing at the tiny drum kit while Smokey lies watchful 
on the sofa. 

It’s a stroke of luck, Kelley tells me, that the landlady upstairs 
is not only hard of hearing, but sleeps in a soundproof room. 
Amazingly, even after more than three dozen performances, 
there have only been a couple of gentle complaints. 

Guthrie casts a guilty, grinning glance at the ceiling. “Well, 
we might be hearing about this one.”

Menino, who’s held it ever since. Almost 
every serious challenger to both men came 
straight from the council, if not from the 
position president: Joseph Tierney 
1987, Peggy Davis-Mullen in 2001, and, last 
year, Maura Hennigan. 

With little actual power, aside from 
passing the mayor’s budget each year, 
the council wields whatever prestige 
and influence it has — including cam- 
paign-fundraising clout serving 
a breeding ground for future mayors. The 
practice serves bind council members 
together, well command respect 
from other government players. You’d 
better take them all seriously, the think- 
ing goes, because one them will run 
this town someday. 

That line of thinking has inspired a 
steady crop candidates challenge 
the council seats every two years, even as 
Boston’s state legislators unopposed 
time after time. 

Before Flynn, Boston’s mayors typi- 
cally came from government positions: 
Kevin White was secretary of the com- 
monwealth, John Collins was city coun- 
cilor and state senator, and John Hines 
was city manager. 

But old assumptions disappeared when 
governor-elect Deval Patrick shook poli- 
tics usual across the state November 

The November elections left little 
doubt about today’s voters’ preference for 
outsiders, particularly “New Bostonian” 
candidates who are minorities but do 
not define themselves through their 
race ethnicity. Deval Patrick swept

Boston with nearly 6o percent of the vote, 
despite Menino’s support for Tom Reilly 
and Chris Gabrieli’s strong local connec- 
tions. And on the council itself, business 
leader Sam Yoon swung out nowhere 
to beat strong, politically connected can- 
didates like John Connolly and Patricia 
White for at-large council seat. 

These days, it’s hard find people 
who don’t believe Boston’s next mayor 
will come from elsewhere than City Hall. 
Some point private activists like Paul 
Grogan the Boston Foundation; some 
minorities with track records, like former 
district attorney Ralph Martin State 
Representative Linda Dorcina Forry. And 
many say the next mayor will be some- 
one currently nobody’s list Deval 
Patrick’s status two years ago. 

As one City Hall insider says: “The 
first poll after Tom Menino announces 
he’s leaving will have [current council 
president] Mike Flaherty first 
place, with several other councilors 
behind him. The last poll will have 
none of them.” 

Even some councilors privately 
acknowledge this new reality. “The old 
Tules are out the window,” one concedes. 

Yet, like players in some anachronis- 
tic ritual, councilors can’t help but 
through the same motions, jostling one 
another for lead position, though one 
of them really will be the next mayor. 
They have to keep acting as though they 
believe that the old mayoral-accession 
rules still apply. After all, the city coun- 
cil irrelevant the next race, 
is it relevant at all?

PRESIDENTIAL POLITICS 

The first and most ominous clash coun- 
cil political ambitions comes next month, 
the annual vote for president. Michael 
Flaherty has been voted council president 
five straight years, unusually long run.

the bullet each time. challenger needs 
seven votes to unseat him; last year, ac- 
cording to several sources, six councilors 
offered Maureen Feeney their votes, mak- 
ing the presidency hers she wanted it, 
but she declined. 

That was all done quietly, in closed-door 
conversations over coffee far from City Hall 
Plaza. That’s how challenges for the presi- 
dency have gone in recent years — you don’t 
want plot openly against the current presi- 
dent, unless sure win.

Of course, all of them want the job, and 
some may start actively campaigning 
looks like Flaherty history. Some foresee 
Rob Consalvo, Menino’s favorite, emerging 
as the choice, although Consalvo tells the 
Phoenix he is not running. (Maybe next year, 
he says.) Others think Mike Ross or Jerry 
McDermott could ultimately get the job. 

have never known member the 
city council who doesn’t look themselves 
in the mirror and think about being 
mayor,” says Lawrence DiCara, who failed 
in his attempt to make the jump in 1983. 
That means they don’t want help oth- 
ers too much. That’s one reason why 
Flaherty’s opponents went Feeney last 
year: with her eye the city clerk’s job, 
not the mayor’s, she’s considered less 
threatening her peers. And it’s why 
some observers expect counselors to elect 
Tobin this year dash Flaherty’s hopes 
— and then cut Tobin down next year, per- 
haps voting Consalvo. 

Frequent changes the presidency used 
fairly common, but Flaherty’s five- 
year run the office ups the ante for him. 
If Flaherty loses the presidency now, it will 
huge blow his political ambitions, 
people say.

That could mean higher-profile com- 
mittee chairmanships, which are almost 
important the presidency for getting 
press attention and building reputa- 
tion. The highest-profile issues in city 
government are the budget, education, 
and crime; those committees are chaired, 
respectively, by Consalvo, Tobin, and Ross. 
“One of my requests from whoever gets my 
vote for the council presidency, is to retain 
that chairmanship,” says Consalvo. 

A key committee assignment might, in 
fact, be a more valuable mayoral launching 
pad than the presidency unless Menino 
steps down mid-term, making the council 
president acting mayor. But almost nobody 
this point counting Menino leave 
before 2009 — if then. At least, not without 
a fight. Interestingly, most city-council 
insiders now expect large field may- 
oral candidates to come forward in 2009 
from both the city council and elsewhere 
whether Menino running not.

Two candidates with strong, distinct 
constituencies could easily reach that bar 
while Tobin, Consalvo, Ross, and Flaherty 
split the rest the vote and fall short. 
“You could have Jimmy Kelly against gay 
guy in the final,” says one close City Hall 
observer. “So, the person most similar to 
you is your enemy.” 

Almost certainly, say insiders, one of 
the two top spots will go to a minority can- 
didate most likely relatively novice pol 
with leadership ability who can introduce 
breath fresh air into stale city politics. 
Sound familiar? 

The councilors themselves are keenly 
aware how Deval Patrick’s stunning vic- 
tory has changed the field. They’ve heard 
the talk of Sam Yoon — an unknown a year 
state representative Linda Dorcina Forry, 
another newcomer.

STANDING STRONG 

There’s another bonus: the drive to stand 
out has made city councilors increasingly 
criticize the mayor. For ex- 
ample, they battled him for more crime- 
fighting resources in the 2007 budget 
passed earlier this year. 

Criticism Menino “is going turn 
like you can’t imagine,” says one 
councilor. particular, people expect 
Flaherty turn his criticism, espe- 
cially loses the gavel. 

Councilors mostly bit their tongues 
through Election Day about crime, trans- 
portation, parks, street repairs, housing, 
development, and other topics that, 
several of them say, have worsened in 
recent years.

That’s, in part, because Menino, 
while still able to reward and punish 
through providing or withholding city 
services, is no longer seen as having the 
power to sway elections — a perception 
reinforced by Menino’s inability to deliv- 
er Boston for Tom Reilly. 

Eyes had already been opened in 
June, when Menino’s candidate, 
Salvatore LaMattina, barely squeaked 
out victory special election 
replace Paul Scapicchio on the council — 
in a district that includes East Boston, 
Charlestown, and the North End, which 
are considered Menino strongholds.

Challengers, particularly for the 
four at-large seats, are likely to be even 
more critical of the mayor during the 
campaign.

This time, several insiders 
say, Menino’s perceived failings and 
incumbent councilors’ unwillingness 
stand him are likely bea 
major issue.

PATRICK VS. 
THE PRESS 
Last week, speaking the 
Massachusetts Newspaper 
Publishers Association, gov- 
ernor-elect Deval Patrick had 
some choice words for his 
audience. According the 
AP’s Glen Johnson, Patrick 
said some reporters “were 
openly contemptuous” his 
campaign and failed grasp 
the communal aspirations 
that motivated his supporters. 
“Whether was skepticism, 
distraction, or the cynicism 
sophistication, some your 
reporters missed ‘it,’” Patrick 
rock democratic principle:

“Put your cynicism down,”

Essentially, Patrick is scold- 
ing the press for scrutinizing 
him the way it scrutinized 
his rivals, or for failing to 
universally celebrate the spe- 
cial spark that drove his cam- 
paign. keeps kvetching, 
he’ll make his audience more 
hostile, not less. 


THE WAGES 

VICTORY 

Blue Mass Group (BMG) was 
one the great Massachusetts 
success stories 2006. During 
the race, the liberal 
blog (bluemassgroup.com) 
became a must-read for media 
and political types across the 
state; with rare exceptions, 
the posts and responses were 
smart, passionate, and ex- 
tremely well-informed. 

But can BMG remain 
relevant in 2007? More to 
the point, how will the blog 
make the transition from 
covering campaign cov- 
ering new administration 
especially given its cozy 
history with Patrick? After 
all, the blog endorsed him 
the Democratic primary, to 
the consternation of some of 
its users. And David Kravitz, 
one of BMC’s three lead 
bloggers, is now serving as 
co-chair of the Patrick tran- 
sition team’s civic-engage- 
ment working group. 

According Kravitz, when 
Patrick asked for his assis- 
tance, acceptance was a no-brainer. “Civic 
engagement why started this blog 
the first place,” Kravitz explains. “This just 
seemed like an obvious extension of what 
I've been doing for the last two years, which 
working this blog and trying create 
netroots-slash-grassroots-level engagement 
the political process.” 

Fair enough. But now that Kravitz has a 
stake in the administration’s success, will 
able criticize Patrick pointedly 
the future?

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amona is a tattooed rockabilly 
chick with glasses and 

twin-lens-reflex camera strapped 

around her neck. She shops 

vintage clothing stores, loves 
horror movies, and wears a red-and-white 
polka-dot dress that makes her butt look big 
— but she likes it that way. Her best friends 
are Betty-Lou, a pink-haired girl who’s into 
jitterbugging and bulldogs, and Link, 
chain-smoking greaser with affinity for 
hot rods and pin-up girls. Ramona and her 
friends are known as the Ginchys, and, for 
between $44.95 and $169.95, they’ll remem- 
ber anything you want them to. 

The Ginchys are Mimobots (pronounced 
Mee-moe-bots), meaning that Ramona, 
Betty-Lou, and Link are electronic-silicon 
creatures whose ancestors originated from 
planet Bl66h. What this means that 
USB flash drives thumb-size 
portable data-storage devices with between 
512 and four gigabytes memory. They 
are also designer toys created by West Coast 
artist Lili Chen and manufactured by a 
company in Brookline called Mimoco. 

“Designer toys” are hybrid novelty 
items, falling somewhere between action 
figures and tabletop statues toys regarded 
more objets than playthings. The 
KidRobot line (kidrobot.com), for example, 
features cartoony rabbit-shaped characters 
called Dunnys, whose personalities range 
from a black-clad anarchist to a zombie 
vampire, depending the artist who 
designed them (Frank Kozik, the former; 
Nic Cowan, the latter). But Mimobots 
two-inch-plus portable drives resembling 
Russian matryoshka dolls with ears and arms 
— aren’t just decorations; they’re tools you 
can use like any flash drive to transport digi- 
tal files. With this unexpected combination, 
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Mimoco founder Evan Blaustein has merged 
technology and urban consumer culture 
way that few products have. 

Blaustein, who lives in Brookline, is the 
sort of guy who describes himself by his 
sneakers (I am “a wearer of Air Max 95s,” 
he told atypicalliving.com) and has always 
thought Wired was the cool- 
est magazine. He came up 
with the Mimoco idea while 
he was in business school at 
Babson College, where and 
his now-wife, Cecile, started 
collecting art toys. Inspiration 
came one day when Cecile, 
digging through her purse 
looking for her flash drive, 
instead pulled out Bearbrick 
toy figure. “I was like, ‘This 
is about the same size as 
your flash drive,’” Blaustein 
recalls. 

He’s sitting in Peet’s 
Coffee Coolidge 
beside publicist Nicole 
Rosano, who’s been with 
Mimoco since August.

CHANGE PACE Chinese food goes upscale Anise. 


Be careful what you wish for. I have been ask- 
ing Chinese restaurants to upscale their ser- 
vice, shorten their menus, make clear what 

the specialties really are, and offer the 
more-authentic dishes on the English-language 
menu. Anise follows every one of my directives, 
but find the results spotty and unpredictable. 
times, actually wished for some deep-fried 
Chinese-American food as a foil to some of the 
authentic Sichuan lip-flamers. 

There’s plenty to like here, but one must 
selective. Plus, paying for the large 
room with well-spaced tables and service. 

In some ways, my favorite dish on two visits 
was a lunchtime special of good old gong bao 
chicken with roasted peanuts ($7.95). The 
small chunks chicken had nuanced spic- 
ing, despite pieces dried red-chili peppers 
among the peanuts. There were few stir- 
fried vegetables (very few, like piece car- 
rot, two of celery, and three of cabbage), and 
even the brown rice (optional) was short-grain 
and comparatively fragrant, like the best 
Chinese white rice. (The white rice another 
visit was right there.) 

Among the dinner appetizers, I favored 
the perhaps not entirely authentic “pork ribs 
with Sichuan sweet and sour flavor” ($8). The 
slow cooking and gentle marinade brings out 
the sweet flavor of the meat on six ribs. “Zong 
shui jiao” (pork dumplings) ($6) are rather like 
the Cambridge favorite “suan la chow show” 
at Mary Chung’s, except that the half-moon 
dumplings are smaller and more intense, and 
the sauce partakes hoisin and nuts well 
mild heat. 

For real spice, the country-style pig ears 
and roasted peanuts ($7), the “lavender col- 
ored wild fern with fresh bamboo shoots and 
Chinese cilantro” ($9), and the lunchtime 
“Chinese cilantro and fresh pepper salad” 

$6.50) feature plenty of red oil, although only 
the former bears the full two-silhouette warn- 
ing. guess really peppery stuff appetizing 
Sichuan, but the problem that you need 
something like rice clear the palate water 
and beer are help with chili oil. The pig 


ears were my favorite, sliced thin for crunchi- 
ness, although didn’t spot any peanuts 
the plate. The wild fern pretty and almost 
lavender, but the blanched (and perhaps lit- 
tle pickled?) garlic leeks and pencil-thin fresh 
bamboo shoots had more flavor. The salad had 
the most red oil per bite, but it certainly had 
plenty crunch between the pile cilantro 
and some thin sticks red bell pepper. 

Entrées can quite expensive and not all 
that filling. The marinated baby-lamb racks 
with cumin powder ($22) are five baby-lamb 
chops, done to order, although without much 
cumin flavor; the rest the rectangular plate 
orchid and handful simple steamed 
vegetables. There’s no fee for rice, but even 
so, this rather nondescript dinner. Whole 
striped bass with Sichuan hot-basil sauce ($23) 
seems more substantial, although it has no 
vegetables at all, unless one counts the leaves 
cooked-in Asian basil and couple dan- 
gerous cherry peppers. The flavor the sauce 
— the anise of the basil, some hot pepper, 
some bean paste — is quite good. But the fish 
was almost certainly farmed fresh water. 
came fresh and tasty, but with the mineral or 
ashen aftertaste this species when farmed. 
Our server took most the good pieces off the 
bone for the table. 

In many ways, the most satisfying entrée 
is “Chef Zhou’s Tasting Menu” ($25). This 
five selections from group the 
had the dumplings, pig ears, Sich- 
uan aromatic duck on the bone ($17), snapper 
filet with hot bean sauce and tofu ($18), and 
green beans with special Sichuan black pick- 
les ($12). The green beans were terrific. And I 
don’t know what Sichuan black pickles are, 
but want more them. They look like bits 
of caramelized scallion, but taste sweet and 
salty and have the numbing flavor 
Sichuan peppercorns. The snapper filets were 
just morsels fish with larger and more deli- 
cious squares silken tofu brown-bean 
sauce with some red-pepper paste involved. 
The duck was sliced breast on the bone, with 
the interest lying mostly black sauce

Whack!" That's the sound (whack!) of

More gems from the Studio One vaults

eartbeat Records’ Studio One 
reissue series continues not 
only to shore up the legacy of 
Studio One honcho Coxsone 
Dodd but present ex- 
pansive, rich portrait of Jamaican pop- 
ular music.

For all their localization, many tracks 
on Ska Bonanza demonstrate a sustained 
engagement with American and interna- 
tional pop, sometimes the form 
awkward imitations but often in a de- 
lightful, distinctive funhouse-mirror 
manner. The many covers of familiar 
pop songs Ska Bonanza are fine exam- 
ples the cherished tradition “ver- 
sioning” Jamaican music: Smokey 
Robinson gets interpolated, to use the con- 
temporary legalese, as his “Choosy Beg- 
gar” becomes Rita Marley’s “A De Pon 
Dem”; the Four Tops’ well-worn “Same 
Old Song” gets new set lyrics and 
otherwise remarkably reverent treat- 
ment the “Stop Making 
Love.” the more local side, the young 
Lee Perry's charmingly bawdy booty tune 
“Sugar Bag” sounds downright demure 
next to the non-nuendo of Jackie Opel’s 
“Push Wood.” The instrumental num- 
bers are as numerous as the vocal cuts, 
fine vehicles for the sinuous solos of 
trombonist Don Drummond and saxo- 
phonists Roland Alphonso and Tommy 
McCook and their woodsheddin’ 
brethren.

Although these seminal rocksteady 
and early reggae recordings attest to Stu- 
dio One’s legacy, Heartbeat has released 
some of the imprint’s heavy, '70s-era roots 
Teggae well. Featuring another Studio 
One child prodigy, Freddie McCregor’s 
Bobby Babylon was recorded in the late ’70s 
and released at the dawn of the dance- 
hall era. At times it sounds almost senti- 
mentai in its pop-song structures and 
prevailing plaintiveness, but such mili- 
tant numbers as “Take Over Now,” “I Am 
Revolutionist,” and the title track leave 
little doubt that McGregor was engaged 
with historical and social themes and 
that ska represented “independence” for 
the people Jamaica. Among the reis- 
sue’s bonus tracks extended mix 
McGregor’s “When I’m Ready” featuring 
the talented talkover of Lone Ranger, 
both riding the riddim underlying John 
Holt’s 1970 smash Love Can Feel.” 

Collecting 18 bass-heavy, slow-as-syrup 
cuts — all B-sides, or “versions,” of Studio 
One offerings from Version Dread 
may the gem the bunch, especially 
for the “meditative” listener. Selected from 
Wilson’s own prized collection of 45s, the 
disc presents Studio One’s restrained ap- 
proach the arts “versioning” and 
“dubbing” (i.e., manipulating previous 
recordings with studio technology cre- 
ate new forms).

t’s 11 am on a Thursday, and Andy

Ithough predictions that Jay-Z, in 
his comeback, would pull in the 
biggest sales numbers of the year 
were proved wrong (at 680,000, 
his Def Jam release Kingdom Come 
ranks third behind Rascal Flatts and Justin 
Timberlake in 2006), that’s hardly the story 
worth telling.

GQ and 
Life magazine covers? Check. Hangin’ with 
Gwyneth? Double check. And how many 
rappers brag about their initiatives? Prob- 
ably about the same number CEOs that rap 
about their cumulative performance the 


Report”). But the changes in Jay’s life and 
the triumphs the charts belie the reality 
of the wax: this is pretty routine stuff for the 
Brooklyn MC. 

That’s not to say Jay hasn't tried to make 
a difference in this crazy rap game. There’s 
the genuinely strange Kanye beat on “Do U 
Wanna Ride” that sounds like ambient eleva- 
tor music trapped underwater drum, 
failed experiment next-level explorations. 
And then there’s the most-talked-about 
excursion, Jay’s collab with Coldplay singer 
Chris Martin “Beach Chair.” Coming 
across as Radiohead-lite, Jay, whose idea of 
cutting-edge rock is John Mayer, must no 
doubt be thrilled with the result. But Radio- 
head have already brought IDM strains into 
the pop playing field. that light, Jay’s copy 
of a copy loses some of its shine. And in the 
context of Timbaland and Prefuse 73, who’ve

been injecting pure avant strains into the 
hip-hop bloodstream for years, Jay’s stepped- 
on foray into genre hopping is as muddy as 
the mix, and ill-advised his previous 
rock excursion, which was with Linkin Park. 

But faulting Jay for weak attempts at the 
avant-garde miss the point. Always 
image more than a visionary, he lives and 
dies his ego. It’s not important what his 
collaboration with Martin sounds like, only 
that he’s got the clout to collaborate with an 
artist Martin’s stature. Even the Nep- 
tunes turn in an average beat, it isn’t much 
worse than what they offered Jay’s The 
Black Album. And if Dr. Dre’s four tracks seem 
to lack his usual spark, none of them fails 
completely. Everybody knows that Jay’s per- 
sona is what will make or break the album, 
not the backing tracks. 

And that’s where Kingdom Come dies. The 
hungry Jay the Jay who always seemed 
think he was one step behind Nas, the Jay 
who saw commercial success but wanted 
industry respect dead. Long live the 


fat, content King New York. Gone the 
fighter who clawed his way the top with 
2001's The Blueprint. What’s left of Jay is a 
salesman halfheartedly trying convince 
everyone that 30 is the new 20. It’s a routine 
that’s going over well with Def Jam stock- 
holders. But the hip-hop boardroom, fans 
are thinking: sell. 

Retirement lasted three years for Jay-Z 
about year longer than the ab- 
sence from the racks. whose comeback 
is the Game’s new Doctor's Advocate (Geffen) 
anyway? The Compton MC has gone through 
lot since The Documentary put his home town 
back on the map. When 50 Cent decided 
Game giving him enough credit for 
his success, kicked him out G-Unit. 
could have been the end of the Game, who 
that point hadn’t shown much talent 
the mic and had mostly depended excel- 
lent production deliver the quality goods. 
Things got even worse for Jayceon Taylor

Pete Townshend slightly hunched 
and dripping sweat, the words “teenage 
wasteland” projected screen be- 
hind him hit the last guitar chord 
the Who’s anthem of unrepentant 
youthful rebellion and pride, “Baba 
O’Riley,” and stepped to the micro- 
phone. remarked that the song has 
been getting the biggest reaction the 
band’s current tour (which began in 
June and ends next week) despite his no 
longer having emotional connection 
it. “For us, it’s example that this 
music is more yours than it is ours 
now.” Then he quipped, “Unfortunate- 
ly, still own the copyright.” 

Which is why, despite Townshend's 
public disclaimers that wouldn’t 
pay to see the Who today, plenty of 
others do. Although these days, 
least their second pass through 
Boston, the Who don’t sell out. The 
upper middle tiers the Bank- 
north Garden were bare. might have 
been the $200 tickets. But say what 
you wiil about hearing the sixtysome- 
thing survivors singer Roger Daltrey 
and primary architect Townshend 
pant into their microphones after par- 
ticularly grueling numbers, they still 
have some of the classic rock era’s best 
songs, and the energy deliver them 
arena crowd. 

Chrissie Hynde, leader openers the 
Pretenders, may have been onto some- 
thing when she told the audience, see lot you 
brought your kids they could see what was like the 
days yore the days rock and roll.” Perhaps that’s 
why the Who didn’t play “Long Live Rock.” Even a prince 
irony like Townshend has his limits. 

But rock dead, the Who and the Pretenders put 
hell Irish wake.

Even the material from latest rock mi- 
ni-opera, Wire Class, shaky endeavor that makes 
roughly half the Who’s new Endless Wire (Republic), was 
better live thanks the raw energy and exceptionally 
clear and nasty sound coming off the stage. The Who 
have made several farewell tours in the past, but if this 
round really their last, they threw hell Irish 
wake for themselves, too.

The 
two above-named songs and 
“Weekend” all got heavy play as ra 
dio tapes; the latter embodies the 
giddy, Cars-like side of the band. 
Yet the less familiar numbers are 
almost as good if less obviously 
commercial. “Perfect Stranger” and 
“Believe in Love” employ darker 
twists in the harmonies and guitar 
lines, suggesting early dB’s and 
mid-period XTC respectively; “New 
Identity” could be Mission of Bur 
ma in a cheerful mood. “Lonely- 
hearts” and its original flipside, 
“Can't Wait Forever,” are the only 
tracks to feature that big '80s drum 
sound. Everything else sounds 
shiny and modern — the only bad 
call was sticking the one cover, 
Gary Clitter’s “Rock'n'Roll,” in the 
middle instead of making it a 
bonus track.

the time got the anthropomor- 
phic bunnies acting out a sit-com toa 
laugh track (or are they donkeys? sub- 
scribe to www.davidlynch.com to learn 
more), I knew that Inland Empire was 
David Lynch at his most seductive and a 
film thinking about for lot more 
than the rest of the afternoon. And this 
was after only about five minutes. Three 
hours later, after Lynch had reprised and 
reconfigured themes, motifs, images, 
and obsessions from Eraserhead onward 
while the same time questioning and 
vindicating the validity narrative, 
identity, dreams, and “The Locomotion,” 
was pretty sure this film was par 
with Mulholland Drive and maybe even Blue 
Velvet. Some might suggest he’s going 
over the same terrain, but 
world that bottomless and inex- 
haustible. 

Mulholland Drive, the initial prem- 
ise involves actress seeking role.

And when the angel Damiel decides to “en- 
ter the stream,” trading eternity for a more 
visceral experience the world, into 
our midst that he comes seeking to learn 
touch and color. 

course, unlike the Berliners the 
movie, we've been able to see him all along, 
which makes rather intellectual hash 
the conceit. One wonder whether Wenders’s 
vision angels sweeping like otherworldly 
cameras over the warrens and highways of 
Cold War Berlin, one sense meditation 
on filmmaking, can really be twisted into a 
meditation on theatricality. To me, the ef- 
fort seems strained. On the other hand, the 
deliberately self-conscious theater piece 
boasts a physical immediacy that is most 
piercing the end. Those closest the 
stage can almost reach out and touch 
Damiel and the trapeze artist, Marion, 
she gently places him in the white sling of 
her rigging and then draws him into her 
aerial dance. Without a net, without trick 
photography, one feels the danger, well 
as the beauty, of this lonely woman and 
newly minted man coupling air, learning 
“wonderment.” 

Another border being crossed here is be 
tween theater organizations and nations. 
Indeed, collaboration with the avant-garde 
artists of Europe's better-subsidized and 
therefore less hurried companies high 
ART artistic director Robert Woodruff’s list, 
whether repurposing the classics creat- 
ing new works. (Wings of Desire is a little of 
each.) This production has been the

What’s stage are 
bunch white plastic chairs, few café ta- 
bles, and the snack truck where, in the 
film, former angel Peter Falk senses 
Damiel’s presence and invites him cross 
over and drink coffee while smoking a ciga- 
rette (“If you do it together, it’s fantastic”).

The Dresden Dolls and ART grapple The Onion Cellar

ack in her 20s, when she was 
Wesleyan College, Amanda 
Palmer had idea about 
adapting the “In the Onion Cel- 
lar” chapter Grass’s 
novel Die Blechtrommel (The Tin Drum) as a 
theater piece. The Onion Cellar was the 
club post-war where be- 
numbed souls who had suppressed their 
emotional pain went to cry and purge. 
The club owner, Ferdinand Schmuh, 
gave them onions to cut to facilitate the 
process. had house band play 
well; their job was transition the 
patrons back their regular lives. 

Two years ago, Robert Woodruff, 
artistic director of the American Reper- 
tory Theatre, approached Palmer the 
singer/pianist/songwriter of the Bos- 
ton-based cabaret/punk duo the Dresden 
Dolls about the possibility theatri- 
cal-musical collaboration. thought 
Palmer's was a great idea — creating 
these wrenching, possibly cathartic, sto- 
ries that people in the Onion Cellar would 
tell, with the Dresden Dolls the band. 

Then got complicated. 

Palmer, now 30, and co-writer/friend 
Anthony Martignetti workshopped a 
script with the ART last year. The pair 
envisioned a dark, unsettling musical 
with stories that involved, among other 
things, Nazi recollections, the Holocaust, 
rape, anorexia, and over-medication. 
Palmer says she was further inspired by 
Grass’s recent revelation that was 
Hitler's SS. 

That's not The Onion Cellar that the ART 
will present at Zero Arrow Theatre Decem- 
ber 9 through January 13. 

“It's very different,” said Palmer a 
week ago Monday after playing a solo 
show the Paradise. originally wanted 
the piece to be highly interactive, very 
emotionally challenging, an almost mor- 
bid environment we were going to play 
in. You were going to enter the Onion 
Cellar and you were going enter liv- 
ing thing. There was to be a blurry line 
between actually performing and 
who's actually attending.

And risky thing.” 

Palmer and Martignetti concur that 
the scriptwriting process has become 
“death by a thousand cuts.” At this point, 
still work-in-progress.

RYAN NIGHT THE LAMBS 


Ryan Landry takes holiday hatchet 
The Silence of the Lambs in his latest 
outing for the Gold Dust Orphans, serving 

up Kris Kringle with some fava beans and a 
nice Chianti. Actually, with “candied yams 
and nice spiced but that's add 
holiday flavor to his latest butchery. Who 
knows what it is about the Christmas season 
that brings out the most raucous and poly- 
morphously perverse in this most scurrilous 
orphan leader since Fagin? Maybe Dickens 
has something to do with it: it's the need to 
give the Christmas Carol cottage industry 
theatrical December its comeuppance. But 
Landry and the Orphans are fine, typically 
ragged, over-the-top form in Silent Night of 
the Lambs (at Machine through December 
23), parody the Oscar-winning jonathan 
Demme film Thomas thriller that 
turns Hannibal Lecter into a psycho Santa 
“who's been driven to devour more than just 
a plate of stale cookies” and Clarice Star- 
ling into a reindeer detective (daughter of a 
drunken Rudoiph, whose worst childhood 
memory is borrowed from Walt Disney) on 
the track of a killer called the Skinner — a 
villain whose identities, real and mistaken, 
are among the show's cleverest twists and 
whose destruction gives new meaning the 
term reductio ad absurdum. 

In his 1968 tome The Empty Space, Peter 
Brook speaks Rough Theater: “anti- 
authoritarian, anti-traditional, 
anti-pretense.” The Orphans, operating 
on three small stages that are almost like 
medizval-pageant wagons, fielding their 
two-dimensional props (including FBI 
plane and Nativity scene complete with 
obligatory lambs) and ingenious 
effects, are about as rough as it gets. In your 
face with a collective wink, the troupe is not 
in love with long distance: its audience con- 
nection is crackling, hooting, and immediate. 
And the Orphans revel vulgarity: you know 
from the get-go that the line “Santa Claus 


coming” inevitable the sleigh the 
rooftop Christmas Eve. Neither subtlety 
Landry stocking stuffer. Here, antlers and 
a tight uniform, he plays Clarice’s superior, 
Lieutenant Betty Blixen (“the eyesore of her 
species”), with enough barking, glowering 
mugs to serve hot cider to the masses. 

On the other hand, Orphans regular Penny 
Champagne, who plays Clarice with demure 
determination, actually good actor. Af- 
rodite authoritative presence. And 
Larry Coen lewder and (despite the North 
Pole connections) less chilling gentleman 
maniac than Anthony Hopkins, he’s also less 
muzzled, appearing only once, while trussed 
to a dolly, in the headgear designed to keep 
those fava beans a vegetarian entrée. 

There are some misses; editing is no more 
lexicon than restraint. But and 
large it's all here: Clarice’s tragic back story; 
the psychopathic cannibal's teasing leads, 
mind games, anagrams, and carnage; the 
last-minute rescue of a powerful person's 
daughter; and, of course, a product that 
must be rubbed into the skin or else it gets 
the hose (well, candy cane) again. Landry 
adds the garish Christmas ornaments. But as 
Hamiet says, the rest is Silence.

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Looking for enchantment from 
Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker

The hook for Boston 2006 pro- 

duction of The Nutcracker (at the Opera 
House through December 30) is “more mag- 
ic.” Coached “magic consultants” Marco 
the Magi (a/k/a Cesareo Pelaez) and David 
Bull, pulls bouquet flowers 
out of thin air, makes a sheet levitate, and 
sends a handkerchief flying all over the Sil- 
berhaus drawing room. This means 
his first venture into magic used pull 
a coin from Fritz’s ear and, most spectacular- 
ly, produce two live doves from beneath 
covered dish but it’s compact, entertain- 
ing sequence that helps define his shadowy 
nature. Boston Ballet, however, still trying 
recapture the magic its Nutcrackers from 
and years ago. 

Some that magic disappeared with the 
production’s 2004 departure from the Wang 
Theatre after years, the Wang Center folks 
deciding they could make more holiday 
moolah with the Rockettes and White 
The Opera House stage smaller 
than the Wang’s, which means fewer party 
guests and Snowflakes and Flowers. The 
Boston Bailet Orchestra buried pit 
where the conductor can’t see the stage and

There have been changes for the better. 
The Nutcracker who after dispatching the 
Mouse King escorts Clara the Kingdom

What's the big deal about Kate Atkinson? If 
you read the rapturous reviews of her previ- 
ous novel, Case Histories, you'd conclude she 
had written an engrossing mystery that 
was, you know, more than just a mystery. 
Here’s a sampling: “makes most murder 
mystery page turners feel as lifeless as the 
corpses they're strewn with”; “winds up 
having more depth and vividness than ordi- 
nary thrillers”; and, my favorite, “The mys- 
teries are as satisfying as anything dreamed 
up by Raymond Chandler, but the beauty 
of the novel lies in its spot-on characteriza- 
tions, pitch-perfect observations of contem- 
porary culture, and a sharp, wisecracking 
narrative voice.” The joke about that blurb 
is that any mystery reader could, in about a 
minute, think of 12 mysteries that provide 
every one of those elements.

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here are no holy wars. Never have 

been. Cultural conflicts that lead to 

sectarian violence? Yes. And cer- 
tainly, many a political and economic 
war has been fought by troops con- 
vinced they were killing or dying for 
some article faith, when fact 
they’d just been sold a bill of goods by 
greedy bosses cultivating cannon fod- 
der.

Now, 
there’s an idea to boost ratings that 
could out-draw the cancelled O.J. inter- 
view.) So here’s a summary of seasonal 
squabbles ancient and modern, large and 
small. Whatever your religious cultur- 
persuasion, look deep inside. 
Somewhere at the core there’s probably 
admonition peace. Take that part 
seriously. 


THE WAR THE SOLSTICE 

Today, people who believe in the solstice 
are primarily astronomers, who are the 
best equipped tell when the earth 
tilted exactly 23 degrees/27 minutes off 
perpendicular (20 minutes after mid- 
night December 22, 2006, universal 
time). But astronomers don’t party 
much. Way back in the day, though, you 
didn’t need degree from MIT notice 
that on a certain day every year, the 
night was unbearably long. How the 
scholars megalithic cultures who 
necessarily mastered counting 
past were able pinpoint and predict 
fairly subtle annual celestial event 
matter some conjecture.

“When the morning sun hits that 
there rock, party, okay?” dog-skin- 
clad pagans shivering their leaking 
hovels, it was an easy sell. 

In time, the enemies of solstice cele- 
brations turned out to be the Christians, 
the Jews, and any other come-lately, but 
powerful, organized religion that simply 
glommed the existing revels and 
“gave them new meaning.” 

“You know, it’s really Christmas.” 

“Actually, it’s Hanukkah.” 

Well, some say this war was never 
won — that vestiges of pagan solstice cel- 
ebrations endure disguised symbols 
more recent beliefs. Holly, ivy, candles, 
whatever. 

There are some ancient solstice tradi- 
tions that aren’t much missed. The long- 
abandoned Creek holiday called Lenaea, 
for example also known the Festival 
the Wild Women. This fete was kicked 
off with human sacrifice man, rep- 
resenting the wine-god Dionysus, would 
set upon, torn bits, and eaten by, 
one source describes them, gang 
women.” Subsequently there would be 
some mumbo-jumbo ritual rebirth, 
but that didn’t much help the guy they 
had for lunch. 

Today, Wiccans, atheists, various 
neo-pagan orders, latter-day Druids, and 
wide-eyed New Agers keep the solstice

Christian fundamentalists who see mod- 
ern sun-worshipping another attempt 
undermine and secularize Christmas 
(to re-co-opt the co-opter, as it were), 
and killjoy physicists who deny the wide- 
held belief that you can stand eggs 
end the longest and shortest days 
the year. 


THE WAR SATURNALIA 

This particular variation the solstice 
conflict almost old Christmas 
itself, and it’s worth singling out 
because the passive-aggressive tactic that 
ultimately won the day resonates even 
unto this century. There was a time 
when people were free celebrate the 
dedication the Temple Saturn and 
give that agricultural deity his annual 
due with annual do.

Unable approve dissuade the 
Roman population from its annual sol- 
stice caprice, the early Christians clever- 
sought hijack the vexing festival 
fixing Christmas Day December 25. 
You couldn’t celebrate one without seem- 
ingly celebrating the other. There were 
lot instant converts least 
paper. 

Over time, the Saturnalians weakened 
and the Christians established the 
biggest religious bureaucracy history.

And from that time on, there was 
merriment without guilt. 


THE WAR KWANZAA

All that aside, Kwanzaa practitioners 
bend over backwards claim the life- 
affirming annual festival neither 
political nor religious and represents 
substitution for Christmas, Hanukkah, 
Ramadan. other words, Kwanzaa 
holiday that doesn’t choose fight for 
cultural turf just claim few fallow 
square feet. 

With idiots like Bill O’Reilly the 
defensive, keeping one’s holiday’s head 
down excellent tactic. The last 
thing African-Americans need for the 
Fox-TV crowd group them with abor- 
tionists, liberals, drug pushers, assisted- 
suicide advocates, and homosexuals. The 
“founded Commie” rap just too 
conveniently close for comfort. the 
faithful choose pursue Christmas 
truce. 


THE WAR HANUKKAH 

One treads boggy ground when dis- 
cussing this conflict, which, long before 
Democrats were identified the real 
enemies of Jesus, represented the central 
American holiday conflict. lot ugly 
things were said both sides, and 
was all pretty stupid.

ers contend, are equally under attack. 
Exactly how insistence store clerks 
saying “Merry Christmas” many 
words supports the interests Bill 
O’Reilly’s Jewish brethren somewhat 
unexplained. But think count- 
er-conspiracy convenience. These peo- 
ple are nuts anyway; why expect them 
make sense all? 

If, chance, the conservative bray- 
ing about the War Christmas (and 
Judaic values) does manage drive Jews 
and Christians closer united against 
the right-wing extremists who would 
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misrepresent and misuse either set 
beliefs then least one good thing 
will come out this charade. 

The War Hanukkah, much like the 
less-publicized War Chinese New 
Year, was, in recent decades, mostly a 
myopic sin of omission. (After the 1940s, 
young Hanukkah celebrants may have 
felt left out the school Christmas 
party, but least the teacher didn’t 
make them wear paper horns and sit 
the corner anymore.)

What the 
hell difference does make? You know, 
it’s all just made-up stuff make people 
feel good. really doesn’t matter what 
what makes happy December. 
Everybody grow up, okay?

The North End is the obvious source for 
Italian holiday staples, and you can gift your 
friends with an entire Christmas meal with 
just one afternoon visit. The most notable 
Italian holiday traditions is the Feast of the 
Seven Fishes, a Christmas Eve commemora- 
tion of the wait for the birth of the baby 
what’s-his-face.

Yes, the mighty Mike’s 
Pastry has cookies, cakes, and cannoli 
galore, but also check out its impressive 
marzipan — sweet almond paste molded and 
painted to look like fruits and vegetables. 
Mix and match individual pieces for a cus- 
tomized cornucopia. 

For those who love kitchen gadgets, 
Polcari’s Coffee has some cool ones. The 
robust aroma this caffeinated shop will 
hit you smack in the face when you walk in 
the door. Needless to say, you'll be wide 
awake as you browse for a pasta maker, 
pot, or, personal favorite, 
maker. Pizzelles are intricately dec- 
ed waffle cookies that are thin and crisp 
taste subtly anise. They look like 
snowflakes; the perfect accent to the win- 
10lidays. 

Olive oil and almonds lend sweet succu- 
lence to many Mediterranean holiday pas- 
tries. Roslindale boasts one of the best Creek + 


bakeries town, and, according toemploy- 


ees, Vouros will be soon be crammed floor to 
ceiling with the traditional Christmas bread 
Christopsomo, sacred loaf that’s hearty but 
mild. As far as sweets go, try the crescent- 
shaped kourabiedes, dense, velvety cookies 
dusted with powder sugar. Oh, and melo- 
macaronas, olive-oil cookies that taste like 
spiced cloves and honey. 

Chinese New Year isn’t until February, 
but Asian holiday foods are good all the 
damned time. You can buy moon cakes at 
any bakery in Chinatown for about $3, and 
they’re as gorgeous as they are delicious — 
golden cakes imprinted with Chinese charac- 
ters and bursting with sweet black-bean or 
lotus paste. The rich, dense cakes are tradi- 
tionally served during the mid-autumn 
Moon Festival (surprise!). 


Willie Wonka and Sailor Moon had 
illegitimate love child, might resemble the 
Eldo Candy House, the coolest sweets shop 
in the Boston area. Don’t expect jellybeans 
and atomic fireballs, though. The Asian 
palate prefers treats such 
gummies, Hello Kitty honey balls, and 
plump candied Yup.

of Irish whiskey? Nothing is better on a 

reezing December evening than hot coffee 
spiked with shot Jameson Bushmills 
Got distracted. Anyway, the Irish know their 
booze, and they use this sage wisdom one- 
the Christmas cake exalted status. 
The traditional Irish Christmas cake is made 
weeks advance. talking November. 
Maybe October. The cake is baked, then 
wrapped cheesecloth and dipped 
whiskey. Then it sits. A few weeks later, it’s 
dipped again. Then sits. the time 
Christmas rolls around, the cake is as drunk 
ruddy-faced uncle, and melts the 
tongue into puddle sugary bliss. You can 
buy Irish whiskey at pretty much any liquor 
store, but keeping with the neighborhood 
theme, head Southie Brighton for the 
authentic Irish experience. Because there are 
Irish people there. Did did you know? 

Even if you’re not a world traveler, this 
holiday season you can give the gift of culi- 
nary culture, and you barely have leave 
home it. Why not seal the deal pack- 
ing all these worldly treats into an Irish ham- 
per (it’s just a basket) or a Chinese porcelain 
box? don’t. Whatever. The point that 
the holidays are about more than last-minute 
scrambles for wrapping paper and home- 
made socks that going give the 
dog anyway.

SKIING AND RIDING 


HOW SNOW YOUR FRIENDS THE SLOPES

y life as a poseur began when I 
1ed an after-school skiing an 


vboarding club nm 


year of high school. My school required 
students participate structured 
physical activities, and I had been 
proven useless all types and levels 
team athletics. It would not be long 
before my supervisors and peers began to 
catch on that I was similarly inept at 
snowboarding. 

Il wasn’t always that bad, yet I 
inevitably found myself irritable, numb, 
and sprawled out on my back in a patch 
moguls. Three years after learning 
how to snowboard, I was out of control 
and weaving like Bode Miller after pub 
crawl. Overcome with shame and still 
attached to my oversize snowboard, I 
crawled the side the trail avoid 
the stoned hippie snowboarders and hot- 
shot five-year-old skiers gliding by with 
enviable ease and impeccable form. Like 
basketball, karate, and rockstardom, I 
had accept that snowboarding just 
wasn't for me. 

But I wasn’t ready to abandon the great 
outdoors quite yet. I still enjoyed the over- 
all skiing and snowboarding experience; | 
just didn’t find the up-the-hill, down- 
the-hill routine thrilling now that 
left painful snow burns ass. had 
to up my game. I had to pretend I was 
good. became full-fledged, unapolo- 
getic poseur the K-Fed the slopes. 
And surprise, worked. 

Here are fail-proof tips for looking 
and acting like pro skier snowboarder, 
even if you can’t make it off a lift without 
eating it. 


GEAR 

Before you “hit the slopes,” you'll need to 
look like professional. Don’t show ina 
suspendered snowsuit and Ugg boots. That 
get-up may gain points on the playground, 
but it won't work with this crowd. 
Remember, you should aspire to look cooler 
than the hotshot five-year-old. 

This means nearly everything you wear 
to the mountain should be made 
specifically for use while snowboarding or 
skiing. If the store has underwear for skiing 
riding, buy it, wear it, and tell all your 
friends. Plaster name brands like 
Rossignol, Salomon, and Burton all over 
your person. 

If you’re short on cash, rent before you 
get to the resort or borrow from a friend 
(preferably one you know well and can 
blackmail — they’re the best at keeping 
secrets). Anything you rent at the moun- 
tain’s shop will be old, beat up, and obvi- 
ously an on-site rental. 


HIDE 
You will want to convince your party 
that the reason been missing 
action is because you're just too awesome to 
hanging out with losers the 
blue squares. The cafeteria can delight- 
ful refuge, but too many familiar faces will 
send you scurrying out into the snow like 
yeti. Keep time this area minimum. 
Hiding great opportunity show- 
case your creativity. Squeeze behind a vend- 
ing machine, build a two-story igloo, or 
simply hop your car and drive away. Just 
make sure you come back, you may 
mistaken for avalanche casualty 
bear-attack victim. 


hiding not enough, and someone 
insists on seeing you in action, don’t 
panic. Offer take him her the bar 
first. (Yes, this whole charade can get 
expensive posin’ ain’t easy.) When you 
get to the slopes, mention that he or she 
looks a bit unsteady on his or her skis. 
Since encouraging your inebriated friend 
down the slopes would irresponsible, 
this set-up allows you seem both morally 
and athletically superior, even if you're a 
really deplorable human being. 

Just say, “See you at the bottom,” and 
make your way down as best you can — 
alone. 


NAME-DROP 

While hiding, study the trail map 
and memorize the names the toughest 
trails. When you meet with your 
buddies later, tell them you hit all the 
big ones. Twice. Also, look for empty 
areas where you dared venture 
search of a thrill, since those triple black 
diamonds just doing for you 
anymore. 

When finished with your 
fourth hot chocolate the day, the 
lodge and inquire about advanced les- 
sons. Not for you, of course, unless that 
instructor wants learn thing two 
about real extreme snowboarding. 
Remember the names the instructors

JARGON 

The best skiers and riders do more than 
look cool while shredding trails at a star- 
tling speed: they can also spectacular 
tricks on half-pipes, rails, moguls, and 
jumps. You will need to remember names 
impressive tricks and have general 
idea how you pulled them off. 
also have know basic skiing and riding 
lingo (grind, air, pipe, etc.). 

you’re ski poseur, lie about doing 
360s, multiple flips, and alley-oop flat- 
spin 540s the pipe. Faux-boarders can 
brag about doing backside the half- 
pipe, switch frontside boardslides, and 
pulling off four consecutive 900-degree 
spins. Keep mind that grinds and indy 
grabs aren’t that special, and feel free 
make your own tricks one can 
prove lying you’re bragging about 
something you invented. 


TUBING, SLIDING, AND SLEDDING 

all else fails, remember that most ski 
offer tubing and alpine slides. All 
are great ways stay busy all day without 
any fear that your friends and family will 
catch you crawling out ditch, smash- 
ing into somebody mid-trail, chasing 
after your skis. 

you have more dignity left lose, 
sledding also option. Absolutely 
skill necessary, ditch the slopes and 
hit the hills your own backyard. 
That’s where be. like see that little 
hotshot bastard outrun now.

the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA) dubbed “a new Southern Gateway 
to Boston.” 

It would house a mighty, world- 
class, scientific-investigative research 
engine designed tackle today’s dis- 
ease scourges and seek viable pharma 
treatments and cures for the likes of 
AIDS, SARS, cancer, the common cold. 
Also known the Tufts International 
Research Center (TIRC), was intended 
the pre-eminent scientific jewel 


gracing the city skyline. Its estimated 
cost: $600 $700 million. 

Technopolis was the shared dream 
former Tufts University president John 
Mayer and former BRA director Stephen 
Coyle. Mayer believed that Tufts, a small 
university by Boston’s standards, could 
find financing and tenants for the new 
research tower. Coyle, meanwhile, want- 
enhance the South Station transpor- 
tation hub. “We want take the biotech- 
nology part Boston’s economy beyond 


the medical research now building the 
Longwood Avenue area,” said when 
the project launched in 1990. 

Sixteen years later, however, the air 
space above South Station filled only 
with cloud castles the sky. 

Since the complex’s inception, its 
architectural plans have shifted course 
least three times.
